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GREETINGS  —  WELCOME 


To  all  members  of  the  A.  N.  A,,  friends  and  guests  in  attendance  at 
this  Convention  we  extend  a  most  hearty  greeting  and  welcome. 

We  felt  highly  elated  and  honored  when,  shortly  after  the  Detroit  Con¬ 
vention,  President  Hoffecker  informed  us  that  the  Board  of  Governors  had 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  our  invitation  to  hold  the  19  41  Convention  in 
Philadelphia.  This  gave  us  ample  time  to  make  our  preparations,  and  for 
many  months  we  have  been  busily  engaged  in  planning  and  working  for 
the  largest  and  most  successful  convention  ever  held  in  the  history  of  the 
Association,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  the  FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY  of  your  ASSOCIATION. 

It  has  been  22  years  since  Philadelphia  had  the  honor  of  serving  as  host 
to  an  A.  N.  A.  Convention.  Our  city  had  been  selected  for  the  1918  con¬ 
clave  but  at  the  last  moment  it  had  to  be  cancelled  due  to  the  influenza  epi¬ 
demic.  Therefore,  the  1919  Convention  was  held  in  Philadelphia  from  Oc¬ 
tober  4th  to  8th  with  73  members  and  guests  registered.  The  Association 
boasted  of  a  total  membership  of  489  at  that  time,  while  today  the  active 
membership  has  exceeded  3,200 — a  most  extraordinary  growth.  Few  in 
attendance  at  the  1919  Convention  are  with  us  today  who  are  still  active 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  Among  this  small  minority  we  would 
mention  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Henderson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  J.  Bauer,  and  Mr. 
George  H.  Blake.  In  perusing  the  report  of  the  1919  proceedings  the 
following  interesting  items  are  observed  among  the  “Convention  Notes:" 

“Dr.  Henderson  devoted  most  of  his  spare  time  to  trips  about  the 
city  in  search  of  antiques.  The  doctor  can  spot  an  antique  or  curio 
shop  around  the  corner  two  blocks  ahead  of  him,  and  he  seldom  comes 
out  empty-handed.  Frequently  he  has  to  have  his  purchases  shipped 
home  by  express  or  freight.  The  shopkeeper  who  thinks  he  can  put  one 
over  on  the  doctor  with  a  near-antique  or  a  modern  product  usually 
gets  a  second  guess.” 

“With  George  J.  Bauer  holding  the  key  to  the  Treasury  vault,  the 
finances  of  the  Association  are  believed  to  be  in  capable  and  trustworthy 

hands.” 

We  have  been  unstinting  in  our  efforts  to  make  this  a  most  enjoyable 
and  profitable  occasion  for  you,  and  when  you  leave  we  hope  you  will  carry 
with  you  pleasant  memories  of  a  wonderful  time.

The  response  was  gratifying  and  encouraging,  and  an  organization  was  im¬ 
mediately  effected  with  Samuel  K.  Fawcett,  President;  Grant  S.  Hanley, 
Vice  President;  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Logan,  Secretary,  and  John  S.  Dowling, 
Treasurer.  The  new  Club  has  enjoyed  a  steady  and  healthy  growth  from 
that  time  on  until  today  its  active  membership  exceeds  the  100  mark.  It 
includes  such  nationally  known  figures  as  Mr.  D.  C.  Wismer,  the  dean  and 
authority  on  paper  money,  and  others.

The  sul)jeet  of  a  National  Mint  for  the  United  States  was  first  inti’oduced 
by  Robert  Morris,  the  patriot  and  financier  of  the  revolution;  as  head  of  the 
Finance  Department.  Mr.  Morris  was  instructed  by  Congress  to  prepare  a 
report  on  the  foreign  coins,  then  in  circulation  in  the  United  States.  On' 
the  15th  of  January.  17  82,  he  laid  before  Congress  an  exposition  of  the- 
-whole  subject.  Accompanying  this  report  was  a  plan  for  American  coinage. 
But  it  was  mainly  through  his  efforts,  in  connection  with  Thomas  Jefferson 
and  Alexander  Hamilton,  that  a  mint  was  established  in  the  early  history 
of  the  Union  of  the  States.  On  the  15th  of  April,  1790,  Congress  instructed 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Alexander  Hamilton,  to  prepare  and  report 
a  proper  plan  for  the  establishment  of  a  National  Mint,  and  Mr.  Hamilton 
presented  his  report  at  the  next  session.  An  act  establishing  the  mint,  was 
finally  passed  by  both  Houses  and  received  President  Washington’s  approval 
April  2,  1792.

The  popular  estimation  in  which  the  Mint  is  held  in  the  United  States, 
is,  for  obvious  reasons,  moi'e  distinctively  marked  than  that  entertained  for 
other  public  institutions.  Its  position,  in  a  financial  point  of  view,  is  so 
important,  its  use  so  apparent,  and  its  integrity  of  management  so  generally 
conceded,  that  it  enjoys  a  preeminence  and  dignity  beyond  that  accorded  to 
general  governmental  departments.  Party  mutations  usually  effect  changes 
in  its  directorship,  with  but  slight  interferences,  however,  with  the  other

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officials,  as  those  of  attainments,  skill,  and  long  experience  in  the  profession¬ 
al  branches,  required  intelligently  to  perform  the  various  duties  assigned, 
are  few  in  all  countries.  Those  occupying  positions  ai'e  chosen  for  their 
proficiency  in  the  various  departments,  their  characters  being  always  above 
question.  The  confidence  reposed  in  the  officials  of  the  United  States  Mint 
has  never  been  violated,  as,  for  nearly  a  centui’y  and  a  half  of  its  operations, 
no  shadow  of  suspicion  has  mai'red  the  fair  name  of  anj'^  identified  with  its 
history. 

The  need  of  a  mint  in  the  Colonies  was  keenly  felt  to  be  a  serious 
grievance  against  England  for  years  before  the  Revolution,  and  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  establishment  of  Independence,  the  United  States  Mint 
was  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress^ — April  2,  179  2. 

Ground  was  purchased  on  Seventh  Street  near  Arch,  and  appi'opriations 
were  made  for  erecting  the  requisite  buildings.  An  old  still-house,  which 
stood  on  the  lot,  had  first  to  be  removed.  In  an  account  book  of  that  time 
we  find  an  entry  on  the  31st  of  July,  179  2,  of  the  sale  of  some  old  materials 
of  the  still-house  for  seven  shillings  and  sixpence,  which  “Mr.  Rittenhouse 
directed  should  be  laid  out  for  punch  in  laying  the  foundation  stone.” 

The  first  building  erected  in  the  United  States  for  public  use,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Federal  Government,  was  a  structure  for  the  United 
States  Mint.  This  was  a  plain  brick  edifice,  on  the  east  side  of  Seventh 
street,  near  Arch,  the  corner-stone  of  which  was  laid  by  David  Rittenhouse, 
Director  of  the  Mint,  on  July  31,  179  2.  In  the  following  October  operations

of  coining  commenced.  A  few  dimes  were  issued  towards  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  general  operations  of  the  institution  commenced  in  1793  The 
coinage  effected  from  the  commencement  of  the  establishment  to  the  end 
of  the  year  1800  may  be  stated  in  round  numbers  at  $2,534,000;  the  coinage 
of  the  decade  ending  1810  amounted  to  $0,971,000.  and  within  the  ten  years 
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ending  with  1830  is  stated  at  $18,000,000,  and  the  whole  coinage  from  the 
commencement  of  the  institution  at  $37,000,000.  Tt  was  occupied  about 
forty  years. 

On  the  second  of  March,  1829,  provisions  were  made  by  Congress  for 
extending  the  Mint  establishment,  the  supply  of  bullion  for  coinage  having 
increased  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  existing  accommodations.  On  the  19th 
of  May,  18  29,  an  Act  was  passed  by  Congress  locating  the  United  States 
Mint  on  a  plot  of  ground  on  Chestnut  and  Juniper  Streets.  The  Mint  edifice, 
erected  under  this  provision,  stood  on  a  plot  pinchased  for  the  object  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Juniper  Streets,  fronting  150  feet  on 
Chestnut  Street  and  extending  204  feet  to  Penn  Squai’e.  The  corner-stone 
of  the  new  edifice  was  laid  on  the  fourth  of  July,  18  29;  the  building  was  of 
marble  and  of  Grecian  style  of  architecture,  the  roof  l)eing  covered  with 
copper.  The  front  was  ornamented  with  a  portico  of  6  0  feet,  containing  six 
Ionic  columns.  The  center  of  the  structure  was  originally  a  court-yard, 
extending  8  5  by  8  4  feet,  surrounded  by  a  piazza  to  each  story,  affording  an 
easy  access  to  all  parts  of  the  edifice.  In  1833,  the  structure  was  completed 
and  operation  began.  Subsequent  to  that  date  necessaiy  changes  in  the 
interior  arrangements,  to  accommodate  the  inci-ease  in  ))usiness,  have  been 
introduced  at  various  times,  and  it  was  made  more  secure  as  a  depository 
for  the  great  amount  of  bullion  contained  within  its  vaults,  l)y  having  been 
rendered  fire-proof  in  185  6. 

Up  to  the  turn  of  the  century  this  Mint  enjoyed  great  activity,  until  it 
became  again  necessary  to  extend  the  capacity. 

On  February  19.  18  91,  a  bill  was  introduced  in  Congress  by  Senator 
James  Donald  Cameron  of  Pennsylvania  and  passed  by  the  House  on  March

Street  from  16th  to  17th  Streets.  The  pi’operty  extends  S  ).!tli  to  Button- 
wood  Street.  Its  area  includes  3  95  feet  East  and  West  by  2U7.8  feet  North 
and  South  with  a  total  floor  space  including  courtyard  of  Sl.ttOU  square  feet. 
The  building  was  commenced  in  1898,  completed  October  15,  1901.  Built 
of  Maine  granite;  Roman  Ionic  order.  The  suiiervising  architects  were  Wil¬ 
liam  Martin  Aiken,  under  whom  the  preliminary  sketches  were  started,  and 
James  Knox  Taylor,  under  whose  direction  the  working  drawings  were  pre¬ 
pared  and  the  work  carried  on  to  completion.  Total  cost  of  building, 
$2,025,000  (of  this  amount  site  and  incidental  expenses  were  $329,338.71). 
First  coinage  in  this  building  began  September  15,  1901.

TATHAM  STAMP*  COIN  S.- SPRINGFIEtD,  MASS. 
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GLIMPSES  OF  PHILADELPHIA 


Many  historic  events  entitle  INDEPENDENCE  HALL  to  lasting  fame  and 
veneration.  Within  its  walls,  on  July  4,  177  6,  the  Declaration  of  Inde¬ 
pendence  received  the  signatures  which  made  it  official.  Here,  on  June  16, 
17  75,  the  Congress  had  given  Washington  command  of  the  undisciplined, 
inadequately  armed  Continental  Army  which  later  became  the  weapon  that 
defeated  England.  Here,  on  July  9,  1778,  the  Articles  of  Confederation 
were  ratified,  welding  the  Thirteen  Colonies  into  one  union.  And  here,  on 
September  17,  17  87,  the  Constitution  was  drawn  up  as  the  Nation’s  basic 
law,  supei’seding  the  Articles  of  Confederation,  which  the  swift  march  of 
events  had  outmoded. 

The  convention  at  which  the  Constitution  was  framed  had  been  called 
ostensibly  to  revise  the  Articles  of  Confederation  and  was  held  behind  closed 
doors.  This  subterfuge  was  necessitated  by  reluctance  of  the  various  States 
to  place  governmental  authority  in  the  hands  of  a  central  body.  The  secrecy 
had  the  effect  of  forestalling  any  vigorous  action  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public  toward  inserting  provisions  that  would  be  inimical  to  the  interests 
of  the  leaders. 

Construction  of  Independence  Hall  was  begun  in  17  32,  and  in  173  6, 
while  still  in  an  unfinished  condition,  it  was  occupied  by  the  Provincial  As¬ 
sembly,  which  used  it  continuously  until  May  10,  1775,  when  the  Second 
Continental  Congress  took  possession.  It  was  before  the  latter  body,  on 
June  7,  1776,  that  Richard  Henry  Lee,  obeying  the  instructions  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Assembly,  moved  the  resolution: 

That  these  United  Colonies  are,  and  of  right  ought  to  be,  free  and 
independent  States;  that  they  are  absolved  from  all  allegiance  to  the 
British  Crown,  and  that  all  political  connection  between  them  and  the 
State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved.

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The  LIBERTY  BELL,  in  the  rear  of  the  first  floor  corridor,  is  identified 
in  popular  imagination  with  the  ideal  of  freedom.  The  great  and  famous  of 
all  lands  have  paid  it  homage.  But  it  was  not  always  thus.  This  now  price¬ 
less  symbol  of  liberty  was  regarded  as  a  worthless  nuisance  by  the  early 
authorities.  It  was  originally  cast  in  Lister,  in  London’s  Whitechapel.  The 
bell,  weighing  2,080  pounds,  arrived  in  Philadelphia  late  in  August,  1752. 
While  being  tested,  it  cracked  under  the  impact  of  the  clapper.  Two  ambi¬ 
tious  men.  Pass  and  Stow,  undertook  to  recast  it.  The  town  wags  derided 
the  mortified  workmen  when  the  new  bell,  rung  in  April,  1753,  complained 
in  a  sour,  discordant  voice  of  the  presence  of  too  much  copper.  However,  its 
tone  was  such  as  to  satisfy  the  most  exacting  critics  when,  in  June  of  the 
same  year,  it  had  been  again  recast  and  hung  in  the  State  House  belfry. 

The  Liberty  Bell  acquired  its  name  in  177  6,  when  it  pealed  forth  its 
triumphant  notes.  One  year  later,  as  evidence  of  the  strong  sentiment  then 
attached  to  it,  the  bell  was  removed  when  British  troops  approached  the 
city.  It  was  carted  to  Allentown  under  military  escort  and  hidden  under  the 
floor  of  the  Zion  Reformed  Church. 

Following  British  evacuation,  the  bell  was  brought  back  and  suspended 
from  its  beam.  The  windows  of  the  belfry  were  covered  with  sounding 
boards  to  achieve  a  better  tonal  effect.  For  many  years  it  did  yeoman  serv¬ 
ice.  In  1824  it  pealed  a  welcome  to  Lafayette,  when  a  gala  reception  for 
him  enlivened  Independence  Hall.  Its  voice  died  when  the  metal  cracked 
during  a  sombre  accompaniment  to  the  funeral  procession  of  Chief  Justice 
John  Marshall  on  July  8,  1835.

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CHRIST  CHURCH,  first  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the  Province. 
Here  Washington,  Franklin,  and  other  leaders  sought  spiritual  guidance  for 
their  service  in  the  cause  of  freedom  and  democracy.  .John  Penn,  last  male 
of  his  line,  is  buried  near  the  steps  of  the  pulpit. 

Still  preserved,  and  marked  by  bronze  tablets,  are  the  pews  occupied  by 
the  Penn  family,  by  Washington,  Adams,  Franklin,  I^afayette,  Robert  Morris, 
Hopkinson,  Rush,  and  Betsy  Ross.  Washington  worshipped  here  regularly 
during  the  seven  years  of  his  residence  in  Philadelphia,  and  the  door  to  the 
southeast  of  the  nave,  through  which  he  was  accustomed  to  enter,  is  known 
as  the  Washington  Door.  The  Washington  pew  is  number  5S,  and  that  of 
Franklin,  number  7  0.  Members  of  the  Continental  Congress  attended  a 
service  of  fasting  and  prayer  in  Christ  Church,  shortly  after  the  Battle  of 
Lexington. 

Still  to  be  seen  are  the  eight  bells  that  added  their  volume  to  that  of 
the  Liberty  Bell  on  July  8,  1776,  when  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
first  read  to  the  public.  These  same  bells  were  removed  to  Allentown  along 
with  the  Liberty  Bell  when  Howe’s  army  advanced  upon  Philadelphia.  They 
were  brought  back  after  the  British  had  evacuated  the  city. 

In  addition  to  their  primary  function  of  calling  worshippers  to  service 
and  their  jubilant  announcement  of  the  Nation’s  birth,  the  Christ  Church  bells 
were  sounded  on  the  eve  of  marketing  days.  On  such  occasions  residents 
of  outlying  villages  would  journey  part  way  to  the  city  to  listen  to  their 
silver-voiced  symphony.  These  bells  are  referred  to  in  Longfellow’s  Evan¬ 
geline.  The  bells  were  purchased  in  England  for  about  £5  60  through  a  com¬ 
mittee,  of  which  Franklin  was  a  member.

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The  PENNSYLVANIA  MUSEUM  OF  ART.  one  of  the  most  imposing 
buildings  in  the  city,  is  situated  at  the  extreme  upper  end  of  the  Parkway, 
near  the  east  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  RiA’er  and  at  the  southernmost  end  of 
Fairmount  Park. 

This  museum,  the  chief  repository  of  art  in  Philadelphia,  is  the  archi¬ 
tectural  product  of  Zantzinger  &  Borie  and  Horace  Trumbauer.  Its  exhibits 
present  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  history  of  art  from  ancient  times  to 
the  present  day. 

Originally  conceived  as  a  $5,000,000  pi’oject.  the  museum  represented  a 
cost  of  $25,000,000  when  it  was  opened  in  1928.  Although  not  entirely 
completed  up  to  date,  it  reflects  as  fine  an  interpretation  of  Grecian  archi¬ 
tecture  as  any  structural  effort  of  modern  times. 

On  the  summit  of  a  rock-terraced  hill  known  as  Olde  Faire  Mount,  the 
building  is  constructed  of  Minnesota.  Mankato,  and  Kosota  stone — stones  of 
similar  type,  having  a  warm,  golden  hue.  The  roof,  covering  an  expanse  of 
about  four  acres,  is  of  blue  tile  with  gilded  ornaments  at  the  corners  and 
edges. 

From  its  high  place  on  the  hill  the  structure  affords  a  beautiful  view 
of  the  Parkway  and  overlooks  the  imposing  Washington  monument  on  the 
Parkway  Plaza,  in  the  immediate  foreground. 

The  approach  to  the  museum,  across  the  Plaza  circle,  is  \ip  a  series  of 
68  broad  stone  steps  which  rise  in  five  levels  to  an  expansive  forecourt  paved 
with  flagstone,  that  leads  to  another  flight  of  2  6  steps  to  the  main  entrance. 

On  either  side  of  the  five  series  of  steps,  cascades  of  wafer  descend 
with  a  rush  that  suggests  unending  motion.  And  in  the  forecourt  a  great 
fountain  lends  color  and  charm.  This  fountain  was  erected  in  1932  with 
funds  bequeathed  by  Henry  M.  Phillips,  an  oiiginal  member  of  the  Fair- 
mount  Park  Commission  and  its  president  from  1881  to  1  884.

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FOREIGN  CROWNS 
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I'HE  FREE  LIBRARY,  one  of  the  most  important  buildings  along  the 
Parkway,  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $6,300,000.  It  is  constructed  of  Indiana 
limestone  with  a  granite  base  and  is  of  the  French  Renaissance  style.  The 
design  of  the  facade  follows  closely  that  of  the  Ministry  of  Marine  building 
in  Paris,  and  is  distinguished  by  a  long  row  of  Corinthian  columns  above 
the  first  floor. 

Within  the  building  are  a  number  of  spacious  rooms  well  appointed 
for  their  particular  purposes.  The  entrance  hall  and  great  stairway  are  of 
marble  and  impressive  both  in  size  and  dignity. 

The  library  contains  a  large  lending  department  and  a  comprehensive 
reference  department.  It  also  possesses  many  rare  books,  some  of  them  long 
out  of  print,  and  many  priceless  original  editions.  There  are  also  special 
departments  arranged  to  facilitate  study  and  research. 

Shelf  space  has  been  provided  for  2,00  0,00  0  volumes.  The  circulating 
department  contains  110,000  books,  about  30,000  being  available  on  open 
shelves.  In  Pepper  Hall  alone,  there  are  3  6,00  0  reference  books  dealing  with 
a  wide  variety  of  subjects  and  including  a  splendid  collection  of  Judaics  and 
Hebraics.  There  is  also  a  novel  “circulating  library’’  in  the  form  of  a  col¬ 
lection  of  more  than  2,000  cuneiform  tablets  which  scholars  are  permitted 
to  examine  in  the  privacy  of  their  own  homes.  The  reference  department 
conducts  a  business  and  statistical  service,  and  it  has  a  collection  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  directories  dating  from  1785,  as  well  as  telephone  directories  of 
every  city  in  the  United  States  of  more  than  100.000  population.

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Impressive  in  its  graceful  sweep  is  the  DELAWARE  RIVER  BRIDGE, 
arching  over  the  river  from  a  point  between  Vine  and  Race  Streets.  One  of 
the  longest  single-span  suspension  bridges  in  the  world,  it  has  eased  the 
traffic  .iams  and  tie-ups  that  were  so  frequent  on  Delaware  Avenue  when 
ferries  provided  the  only  means  of  transportation  across  the  river. 

The  bridge,  designed  by  Ralph  Modjeski  and  completed  in  19  26  at  a 
cost  of  more  than  $37,000,000,  has  a  length  of  1.81  miles  and  an  over-all 
width  of  125  feet,  6  inches.  A  5  7-foot  roadway  provides  space  for  six  traffic 
lanes.  On  each  side  of  the  way  is  a  trolley  track  and  a  high-speed  track, 
with  a  10-foot  pedestrian  walk  suspended  above  the  tracks  on  either  side. 
The  high-speed  line  began  operation  in  June,  193  6. 

As  for  the  construction  details,  the  span  has  two  main  cables  30  inches 
in  diameter,  each  consisting  of  18,3  6  0  wires  strung  on  what  is  called  a 
traveling  spider.  More  than  22,000  miles  of  wire,  weighing  6,100  tons,  was 
used;  the  steel  has  an  ultimate  tensile  strength  of  2  2  9,500  pounds  per  square 
inch. 

The  height  of  the  main  span  is  135  feet  above  mean  high  water.

OF 

OUR  FIVE-CENT  NICKEL 

1866-1941 

DAVID  M.  BUT.LOWA 

The  home  of  the  five  cent  nickel  is  in  Philadelphia,  as  it  was  first  coined 
just  seventy-five  years  ago.  Today,  three-quarters  of  a  century  later,  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  observes  the  anniversary. 

The  nickels  of  186(1  were  of  the  very  same  composition  as  our  present 
issue.  The  alloy  has  been  consistently  maintained  at  twenty-five  percent 
nickel,  and  seventy-five  percent  copper.  The  first  issue  of  our  five  cent  piece 
in  nickel,  had  upon  the  obverse  a  large  shield,  with  two  crossed  arrows  at 
the  base.  An  olive  wreath  was  draped  at  the  sides,  and  at  the  top  was  the 
motto;  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  reverse  had  a  large  figure  5  In  the  center 
of  a  circle  of  thirteen  stars.  Around  the  top  were  the  words:  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  at  the  base  the  word;  CENTS.  Between  the 
stars  were  short  rays.  Very  soon  after  the  first  coinage  had  been  received 
by  the  public,  it  was  suggested  that  the  removal  of  the  bars  would  improve 
the  appearance  of  the  piece.  Consequently  in  1867,  the  coinage  was  struck 
with  and  without  bars.  It  is  illustrated  herewith,  as  first  issued. 


In  18  83  a  new  design  was  prepared  showing  a  head  of  Liberty  to  the 
left,  surrounded  by  thirteen  stars.  The  reverse  had  a  wreath  with  a  large 
Roman  V  in  the  center.  Around  the  top  the  inscription  read:  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA.  At  the  base:  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.  Through  a 
curious  oversight,  the  word  CENTS  had  been  omitted.  The  issue  was  cor¬ 
rected,  and  with  the  new  reverse,  the  word  CENTS  appeared  at  the  base, 
and  the  motto  in  small  letters  above  the  wreath. 

Nowadays,  the  coins  are  often  seen,  with  the  edges  filed  to  simulate 
a  gold  piece,  and  traces  of  gilt,  indicating  that  unscrupulous  persons  might 
have  intended  to  pass  these  “gilt-nickels.”  without  the  word  “cents”  as  five 
dollar  gold  pieces.  Both  gold  and  nickel  coins  were  of  the  same  diameter. 

It  thus  came  to  pass  that  in  the  year  188  3,  there  were  issued  three 
kinds  of  five  cent  coins  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  well  known  collector, 
Farran  Zerbe,  has  often  attributed  his  life  long  interest  in  coins,  to  the  day 
when  the  three  coins  of  one  date  perplexed  him. 

The  Liberty  head  nickel  was  struck  continuously  until  1912.  In  that 
year  the  nickels  were  first  coined  at  the  branch  mints,  San  Francisco,  Cali-

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fornia,  and  Denver,  Colorado.  The  coins  which  were  struck  at  these  mints 
bear  the  identifying  letters  upon  the  reverse  prior  to  the  C  in  CENTS. 

The  well  known  Indian  head  and  bison  five  cent  piece  does  not  require 
description.  The  coinage  of  this  type,  designed  by  James  Earle  Fraser,  con¬ 
tinued  until  1938.  The  only  year  in  which  5  cent  pieces  have  not  been  coin¬ 
ed  during  the  past  seventy-five  years  was  in  19  22. 

In  1938,  the  first  of  the  Jefferson  head  nickels  wei'e  issued.  These  show 
upon  the  reverse  the  home  of  Jefferson  at  Monticello,  Virginia,  without  a 
flagpole.  Although  the  U.  S.  two  dollar  note  shows  Monticello,  with  a  flag¬ 
pole,  there  is  no  truth  to  the  rumor  that  the  Jefferson  nickels  are  being 
withdrawn  by  the  Government,  because  of  this  omission.  The  designer  of 
the  Jefferson  nickel  is  Felix  Schlag,  who  won  a  public  competition  for  the 
design. 

The  use  of  nickel  in  coinage  goes  back  a  great  many  hundred  years. 
It  has  been  observed  in  use,  in  the  coinage  of  some  of  the  Bactrian  Kings  of 
India,  who  reigned  about  25  0  B.  C.  It  was  not  widely  used  then,  and  was 
not  again  used  until  comparatively  modern  times.  The  Swedish  chemist 
Cronstedt  isolated  nickel  as  an  element  in  1751.  About  eighty  years  later, 
a  pharmacist  by  the  name  of  Lewis  Feuchtwanger,  who  had  established  him¬ 
self  in  New  York,  had  experimented  with  the  use  of  this  metal,  in  connection 
with  various  silver  alloys. 

In  183  7,  Congress  received  a  petition  from  this  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  to 
use  this  metal,  which  he  stated  he  could  furnish,  in  place  of  the  copper  used 
in  the  large  Cents  then  current,  “By  striking  off  pieces  the  size  of  a  dime, 
and  the  value  of  one  cent,”  and  his  petition  continued  that  “the  ‘silver  cent’ 
thus  proposed  as  a  substitute  for  the  one  cent  pieces  will  be  more  acceptable, 
more  portable,  and  would  be  more  generally  used  in  making  up  the  fraction¬ 
al  parts  of  a  dollar.” 

Dr.  Feuchtwanger  prepared  small  alloy  pieces,  containing  a  percentage 
of  nickel,  which  had  an  eagle  on  a  rock  on  one  side,  and  upon  the  reverse 
a  wreath  with  the  words:  FEUCHTWANGER’S  COMPOSITION  ONE  CENT. 

Congress  referred  the  proposal  to  the  Mint  authorities,  who  reported 
against  the  petition,  and  the  matter  was  dropped.  Dr.  Feuchtwanger  never 
petitioned  Congress  again.  However,  in  185  6,  Congress  did  authorize  a  coin 
containing  nickel,  which  was  the  thick  “flying  eagle”  cent,  which  contained 
one  part  of  nickel  to  seven  parts  of  copper.  These  coins,  it  is  interesting  to 
note,  as  well  as  the  successor  “thick”  Indian  head  cents,  were  known  in 
their  time  as  “nickels”  while  we  today  think  of  the  5  cent  piece  as  a  nickel, 
and  refer  to  the  thick  cents  as  “white  cents.”  A  periodical  of  the  day  la¬ 
mented  the  fact  that  the  colour  of  the  nation’s  currency  was  changing  from 
red  to  white,  in  the  lowest  bracket,  thus  foretelling  when  the  “not  worth  a 
red  cent”  phrase  would  lose  its  meaning.  It  has,  however,  persisted  as  only 
a  few  years  later  the  use  of  nickel  was  relegated  to  the  three  cent  and  five 
cent  denominations,  and  the  bronze  alloys  again  restored  to  the  cent. 

The  efforts  to  produce  a  better  nickel  have  been  continuous  by  the  Mint 
authorities.  Various  alloys  of  the  five  cent  piece  have  been  attempted  from 
the  pure  nickel  specimen,  which  is  illustrated  herewith,  to  the  half  copper- 
half  nickel  alloy,  and  the  one  quarter  copper-three-quarters  nickel  alloy, 
and  the  two-thirds  copper-one-third  nickel  alloy  compositions,  all  of  which 
are  illustrated  herewith. 
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The  first  coin  struck  in  nickel  at  the  Mint  at  Philadelphia  was  a  two 
cent  pattern,  dated  1836.  In  1851  a  pattern  cent  was  struck  in  nickel,  with 
the  seated  Liberty  obverse  design,  and  it  is  shown  herewith. 


Throughout  the  years  patterns  of  the  5  cent  piece  have  been  struck  at 
the  Mint  with  the  head  of  George  Washington,  particularly  in  the  Civil  War 
period.  No  coins  of  this  type  were  ever  released  for  circulation,  the  head  of 
Jefferson  being  on  the  first  regularly  issued  portrait  nickel. 
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A  pattern  of  1896  is  shown,  with  a  shield  on  the  obverse  and  a  large 

figure  5  on  the  reverse.  This  type  was  not  adopted,  and  appears  only  in  coin 
collections. 


It  was  reported  during  National  Coin  Week  in  1941,  that  the  two 
billionth  nickel  was  minted,  showing  that  this  small  denomination  coin  has 
reached  staggering  propoi-tions.  hy  volume.  There  are  perhaps  few  coins 
which  work  as  hard  as  our  nickel.  In  the  course  of  the  past  seventy-five 
years  it  has  earned  a  distinctive  niche  not  only  in  the  hearts  of  the  American 
public  who  daily  use  it,  but  also  in  the  hearts  of  the  coin  collecting  fraternity, 
ever  on  the  search  for  choice  specimens  of  scarce  coinage  years  or  mints. 
Today  the  nickel  is  coined  in  Philadelphia.  San  Francisco  and  Denver,  for 
coinage  purposes,  and  at  Philadelphia  for  collectors,  in  proof  condition. 
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THE  GIRARD  BANK 

BY  JULIUS  WINDNER 

The  building  in  which  the  Girard  Bank  had  its  home  is  the  oldest  bank¬ 
ing  edifice  in  the  United  States.  It  was  occupied  for  banking  purposes  from 
its  completion  in  1797  to  1926.  It  was  the  handsomest  edifice  in  the  country, 
and  among  the  buildings  in  the  exclusive  occupation  of  banking  institutions, 
it  is  still  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  imposing.  It  was  designed  by  Samuel 
Blodget,  a  merchant  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  said  to  have  followed  closely 
the  design  of  the  Dublin  Exchange.  The  marble  woi  k  was  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Claudius  Le  Grand,  a  stonecutter  and  carver,  who  prepared  the  monu¬ 
mental  work  in  his  yard  at  Tenth  and  Market  Streets.  It  was  the  first  build¬ 
ing  erected  in  Philadelphia  with  a  portico  and  pillars. 

The  building  remained  in  its  original  condition  until  the  year  1900. 
when  its  exterior  was  carefully  renovated,  and  the  interior  was  rebuilt  in 
the  most  modern  manner.  This  work  was  done  under  the  direction  of 
James  H.  Windrim,  Esq.,  architect,  and  is  the  only  building  which  has  the 
distinction  of  having  been  used  continuously  from  its  inception  up  to  1926 
(about  130  years)  strictly  for  banking  business.

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The  Girard  Bank  has  an  interesting  lineage  and  history.  It  was  orga¬ 
nized  in  1832,  but  its  lineage  is  traced  to  1791,  its  immediate  predecessor 
being  Stephen  Girard’s  Bank,  and  its  progenitor  the  first  Bank  of  the 
United  States. 

The  first  banking  institution  of  the  country  grew  out  of  the  exigencies 
of  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  came  into  existence  at  the  darkest  period  of 
that  struggle, — a  period  ingloriously  remembered  by  the  failure  of  the  many 
financial  projects  set  on  foot  to  secure  the  necessary  means  to  pay,  feed, 
and  clothe  the  army.  In  1779,  in  the  midst  of  this  darkness,  Alexander 
Hamilton  conceived  a  scheme  for  rescuing  the  country  from  its  perilous 
situation.  It  was  the  immediate  estal)lishment  of  a  banking  institution,  to 
be  known  as  “The  Company  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States”,  with  a 
capital  of  two  hundred  millions  of  dollars.  The  scheme,  however,  was  so 
vast  that  it  attracted  little  serious  consideration.  Meanwhile  the  perils 
engendered  by  the  poverty  of  the  nation  continued  to  grow,  until,  in  178  0, 
they  reached  such  proportions  that  great  sections  of  the  counti’y  began  to 
despair  of  a  successful  termination  of  the  war  for  independence. 

At  this  critical  juncture,  a  number  of  Philadelphians,  prompted  by  their 
ardent  patriotism,  determined  to  contribute  largely  from  their  own  private 
fortunes  for  the  relief  of  the  government  in  its  dire  distress,  and,  as  the 
result  of  this  determination,  the  first  banking  institution  of  the  United 
States  was  organized  as  the  “Pennsylvania  Bank”.  The  immediate  steps  to 
this  end  were  taken  at  a  public  meeting  held  in  the  City  Tavern,  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  17  June,  17  80,  where  and  when  it  was  planned  to  open  security 
subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  three  hundred  thousand  pounds  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  currency  in  real  money,  the  subscribers  to  execute  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  their  various  subscriptions,  and  the  whole  to  form  the  capital  of  a  bank, 
by  the  aid  of  which  it  was  proposed  to  supply  and  transport  food  to  the  army. 
The  subscription  paper  was  issued  and  promptly  signed  by  ninety-two  gentle¬ 
men,  and  the  required  capital  secured,  whereupon  Congress  was  notified  of 
the  enterprise,  and  on  the  day  of  such  notification,  21  June,  1780,  that  body 
unanimously  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

“Resolved,  That  Congress  entertain  a  high  sense  of  the  liberal  offer 
of  the  association  to  raise  and  transport  supplies,  and  that  it  accepts  the 
same  as  a  distinguished  proof  of  the  patriotism  of  the  subscribers;  and 

“Resolved,  That  the  faith  of  the  United  States  be  pledged  to  the  sub¬ 
scribers  for  their  effectual  reimlnirsement  in  the  premises,  that  bills  of  ex¬ 
change  to  the  amount  of  £15,000  be  deposited  with  the  bank,  and  that,  if  it 
should  occasionally  need  assistance.  Congress  will  advance  as  much  of  the 
current  funds  as  can  be  spared  from  other  services.” 

In  less  than  a  month  thereafter  the  ])ank  began  operations,  and  re¬ 
mained  open  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half,  rendering  essential  assistance  to 
the  country  by  supplying  three  millions  of  rations  to  the  army,  besides  three 
hundred  barrels  of  rum.  Such  assistance  was  widely  recognized  and  long 
remembered,  and  was  thus  mentioned  in  1791,  by  the  Honorable  Theodore 
Sedgwick,  of  Massachusetts,  in  his  speech  in  Congress,  advocating  the 
passage  of  the  act  incorporating  the  Bank  of  the  United  States: 

“During  the  war,  when  our  credit  was  annihilated,  the  operation  of  a 
bank,  small  in  extent,  saved  the  country  .  .  .  and  without  its  kind  aid 

the  wheels  of  government  would  have  been  stopped,  and  the  dawn  of  freedom 
never  have  been  followed  by  the  sunshine  of  liberty.”

tution  of  the  United  States  and  the  formation  of  the  Government  thereunder. 

In  1811,  the  charter  expired  and  Stephen  Girard,  then  the  most  eminent 
merchant  and  wealthiest  man  in  the  country,  bought  the  building  and  con¬ 
tinued  the  banking  business  until  his  death  December  26,  1831. 

That  the  Stephen  Girard  bank  had  come  to  occupy  an  important  place 
in  the  financial  world  was  fully  evidenced  by  the  movement  set  on  foot  imme¬ 
diately  after  his  death  to  establish  a  bank  to  take  the  place  of  his  institution. 
With  its  fruition,  the  Girard  Bank  was  incorporated  on  the  third  of  April, 
1832.  Late  in  18  64,  the  Girard  Bank  was  reorganized  under  the  National 
Currency  Act  and  became  the  Girard  National  Bank  of  Philadelphia.  From 
the  date  of  the  reorganization  of  the  bank  under  the  National  Currency  Act, 
until  1901,  the  history  of  the  institution  is  not  marked  with  any  events  of 
more  than  ordinary  interest. 

Since  that  date,  however,  many  adjustments  occurred  in  the  banking 
world,  which  infiuenced  the  history  of  this  famous  banking  institution. 

On  May  6,  1901,  the  Independence  National  Bank  was  absorbed,  fol¬ 
lowing  with  the  absorption  of  the  Mechanics  National  Bank  on  January  14, 
1903,  and  the  Western  National  Bank  on  February  21,  1912.  On  April  1, 
1926,  the  merger  with  the  Philadelphia  National  Bank  took  place,  and  a  new 
name  adopted,  the  Philadelphia-Girard  National  Bank.  Again  on  April  9, 
1928,  the  Philadelphia-Girard  National  Bank  merged  with  the  Franklin 
Fourth  Street  National  Bank,  taking  the  name  of  The  Philadelphia  National 
Bank,  and  so  it  stands  today,  with  an  excellent  leadership  and  personnel,  a 
bulwark  in  the  financial  world,  the  largest  bank  in  the  state  and  one  of  the 
strongest  in  the  nation.
